We refer to the three-story build- 
ing at Main and 8th streets, known 
ai the "HooBer buildin?," erected 
not earlier than 1863 by David J. 
Hooser. at that time one of the lead- 
ing business men of Hopkinaville. 
fie waa at the time an extensive 
m tnufacturer of tinware and prob- 
ably the flrat man tc sell cooking and 
ating stoves here. His bu3ine.-<8 
grew to such proportions that he 
tore down hia old log and weather- 
b jarded hoase and built the brick 3- 
a'.ory hoase now to be modernized. 

The third story waa for more than 
a quarter of a century used by the 
Masons as a lodge room, the second 
being cut up Into saMlJ rooms for 
offices, etc., some of^hem alao being 
reserved for storing tinware as it 
was mi^ufactured. In the early 
history of the boilding, merchants in 
the surrounding country towns 
bought all their tinware from Mr. 
Hooaer. The walls being of brick 
and the roof of metal, the destruc- 
tive (ire of 1882. when aomething 
Hkeaqoarter of a million dollars 
worth of property went up in smoke, 
could not make ita way further down 
Main atrset. 

C. R. Clark & C).. who have been 
occupying the building for several 
years, are arrangingr to aarrender 
the property by the first day of May 
Mr. John B. Trice bought tiie build 
ing two years ago.
